Applicant 
argues Himmel et al (US 6.324,566) does not teach the limitation determining non-local links however Applicant has argued the incorrect 
reference. Examiner cited Burke (US 6,032,162) as teaching this limitation. Examiner maintains the rejection for the reasons stated in the 
Final rejection mailed on October 20, 2004. Additionally. Applicant's attention is dirrected to other portions of Burke (US 6,032,162) 
.specifically the abstract, whereas Burke teaches remotely stored Internet address or bookmark (URL address code) are clear examples 
of local and non-lical links within a page as in the Applicant's claim language. Applicant argues Himmel (US 324,566) does not teach 
parsing the source code includes examining the source code for anchor tags and extracting text from anchor tags for the indicators. 
Examiner maintains rejection for the reasons stated in the Final Office action mailed on October 20, 2004, whereas Himmel has the 
capacity to parse source code for anchor tags and extract text in a manner simmilar to the Applicant's claim language. 
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
